21 Seamen Rescued, 14 Others Still Missing 
Conferees Agree On Tax Bill 


Coast Guard 
Cutter Stays 
At Scene 


British Grain 
Ship Flounders 
In No. Atlantic 


NEW YORK (AP) - A dra- 


matic rescue operation pulled 
21 men to safety Wednesday 
from the storm-stricken British 
grain ship Ambassador, but 14 
other crewmen were reported'1 
missing in the North Atlantic. 


The 14 had been presumed 


drowned, but late Wednesday a 
Canadian search plane reported 
a flashing light in (he .area. The 
report spurred the search for 
rafts 
on which some 
of 
the 


missing men may be drifting. 


A Coast Guard cutter and a 


Norwegian tanker teamed in 
taking aboard all the known 
survivors in the crew of 35. 


The 14 men unaccounted for 


were lost when a life raft cap- 
sized

ranged up to 40 feet high. About

The cutter said the 443-foot 


Ambassador, her engines dead 
and cargo shifted, was listing at 
a 50-degree angle to the left. 
Winds ranged up to 65 miles an 
hour. 


The Ambassador, a 7,308-ton 


vessel, had been en route from 
Philadelphia to England when 
she was stricken by the storm 
Tuesday about 1,000 miles east 
of New York. Her water-flooded

Will Launch 
Biosatellites 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


space agency announced plans 
Wednesday to loft a payloacl of 
fruit flies, wasps, fertilized frog 
eggs, bread mold, seedlings and 
other organisms into orbit for 
three days late next year. 


This first biosatellite is to be 


followed by five flights lasting 
up to 30 days, some of which 
will carry 
land 
and marine 


plants, roaches, rats, hamsters, 
human tissue- cultures and pri- 
mates. 


The National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration said the 
14 biological specimens on the 
first satellite will be studied for 
the effects of a combination of 
radiation, 
weightlessness and

berating Switzerland for Nosenko's disappear- 
ance. Thereupon the Swiss reminded Moscow 
they're running a government, not a nursery.

gloves and asked Washington if some of its 
boys • might talk things over , with Nosenko. 
Washington was delighted to oblige, apparently 
confident Nosenko wouldn't be persuaded to 
change his mind. The risk in such a procedure 
is obvious since Moscow is known to have per- 
fected the art of persuasion to a high degree. 


As a ranking officer in the Soviets' toughest 


security and espionage agency, Nosenko doubt- 
less was prepared for the worst — especially 
with a wife and two children still in the USSR. 


If he withstands his former colleagues' 


"entreaties" and persists in his desire for 
asylum in the United States, Washington will 
have come off with a coup d'eclat.

Church & State: Many Questions, Few Answers 


Richard Nixon's call for a "summit" meeting of 


Western leaders to discuss a possible concert o£ policy 
toward various Communist nations makes good sense, 
even though it will hardly be heeded. A meeting is 
needed because all of the Western nations, the U.S. 
included, have been derelict in their duties toward 
each other. 
A conference held in the spirit of the 


philosopher Spinoza ("No recriminations, no regrets") 


^ 
might still save us all from the piecemeal disaster 
that threatens us. 


The conference should take the form of a reasoned 


revival meeting, if that is not a contradiction in terms. 
There should be no artificial attempt to separate the 
gripes from the confessions, for these have a neces- 
sarily dependent relationship. 
To sum it up in a 


Gertrude Stein singsong, we have all hurt each other 
because we have all hurt each other. 


The British, for example, have been hurt in 


Southeast Asia because of U.S. policy 
toward 


Sukarno's Indonesia. We buiit up Sukarno to the 
point where he menaces the former British ter- 
ritories that constitute Malaysia. The British Com- 
monwealth nation of Canada, on the other hand, 
has hurt the U.S. in the Far East by propping up 
Mao Tse-tung's China with its wheat deals. Thus 
gripe and confession would run together if Prime 
Minister Sir Alec Douglas-Home and President 
Lyndon Johnson were io go arm in arm to the 
mourners' bench. As for the French, de Gaulle's 
grievances with us are as strong as ours are with 
him. And the errors balance, too. 


In regard to the failure of the West to present a 


united front toward the Soviet East and its little Cuban 
extension in the Caribbean, everybody—and therefore 
nobody—has been lo blame. The U.S. professes to see 
a profound difference between selling wheat on credit 
to Russia and selling machinery to Castro. U.S. policy 
toward the Soviet Union is not to topple it, but to 
contain it on the ground that it can be rendered peace- 
ful. We want to overthrow Castro on the other hand, 
because he fishes in troubled waters all through Latin 
America, and we think it would be to French and 
British advantage to lei us do it before he causes any 
new revolutions. 


The British and French, however, have come to 


think of Castro as permanently entrenched and amen- 
able to kindness if it will help him to overcome his 
difficulties. 
They have good reason to regard Com- 


munist Cuba as having come to stay. The U.S. has 
talked about provoking a new revolution in Cuba for 
five years now, but it has all been "wind without 
rain." This being so, the French and the British think 
quite logically that they might as well get what they 
can out of the new status quo in the Caribbean. 


The argument that the U.S. should be humored on 


Cuba because Castro connives in Venezuela and Pana- 
ma fails to impress anybody, for Russia, to whom 
everybody now sells wheat and, complicated machin- 
ery, has been sending its incendiary agents all over 
the world for more than forty years. 


With every Western leader willing to say "mca 


culpa," the West might be able to make a new 
beginning in its efforts to keep the Communist 
cancer 
from spreading. But, despite 
Richard 


Nixon's proposal, nothing is likely to be done. Great 


(J 
nations have never been noted /or willingness to 
confess error. And in the present instance, greed 
is an open temptation to new mistakes. The lure 
of trade is too strong to resist. 


So what do we face? It looks as though the U.S. 


will be pushed into experiments at "neutralization" 
in Southeast Asia and into acceptance of Castro as a 
fixed part of the Caribbean landscape. The day of the 
anti-Communist, one fears, is just about over. 


This does not mean that the anti-Communist has 


been wrong. For when virtually all o£ the uncom- 
mitted areas of the earth have been impoverished by 
accepting the Marxist way, the proud West will be 
confronted by the fact that a universal poorhouse 
makes a mighty feeble customer. For our greed, we 
will find ourselves economically isolated by almost 
universal poverty. Then we will turn inwards and rend 
ourselves. And anyone who is tactless enough to gay 
"I told you so" will meet the usual /ate of the prophet.

WASHINGTON — Churchmen 


are ncjt supposed to be politicians 
or lobbyists, but a recent meeting 
described as "The First National 
Study Conference on Church and 
State" produced some findings 
which show that churchmen at 
least know their way around in 
the political world and also in 
the 
phrasing of statements to 


publicize 
their objectives. 
Like 


the 
politicians who write sen- 


tences that often can be inter- 
preted two ways, the churchmen 
have steered clear of antagonism 
to any group with which they dif- 
fer. 


There is more than meets the 


eye, 
however, 
in the 
carefully 


worded statements, known as the 
"general findings," of a group 
of 400 churchmen — delegated to 
represent 24 "Protestant and Or- 
thodox communions" Throughout 
the country — which met recent- 
ly under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Council of Churches. The 
"general findings" said in part: 


"While the functions of church 


and state are district, they often 
overlap. At times they lead in 
separate directions and at other 
times they clash. In this country 
there has been both separation 
and 
interaction, harmony and 


tension. The nation which adopted 
the F i r s t Amendment, at the 
same time considered itself both 
Christian and protestant and saw 
no contradiction in passing laws 
which required Sunday observ- 
ance, prayer and Bible reading 
in the public schools. Its actions 
attested to historical interaction 
as well as to separation of church 
and state." 


But the conference dismissed 


this early attitude as no longer 
valid because, due in part to the 
"enrichment 
of immigration' a 


predominantly protestant society 
developed into a pluralistic soci- 
ety." In other words, the church- 
men took the point of view that 
times have changed and that con- 
stitutional principles now must 
be interpreted differently. 


The "findings" of the confer- 


ence are specific in their approv- 
al or disapproval of certain points 
which have recently been 
the 


subject of wide discussion. The 
conference agreed, for instance, 
on the following proposition: 


"Acceptance 
and 
support 
of 


Supreme Court decisions insofar

as they prohibit officially pre- 
scribed prayers and required de- 
votional reading of the Bible in 
public schools." 


But in the summary of the re- 


ports of the 
12 special study 


groups at the conference, issued 
through the National Council, one 
excerpt said: 


"Referring to religious obser- 


vances of religious festivals, the 
group stated they had become 
so much part of American cul- 
ture that the public schools can- 
not ignore them." 


Yet in the "general findings" 


this statement appears: 


"Still less can we or should we 


attempt to turn the clock back- 
ward by an effort to give con- 
stitutional sanction lo theism." 


The conference as a whole rec- 


ommended further study of the 
following: 


"1. The role of Ihe slate in pro- 


moting programs affected with 
a religious interest. 


"2. The ways in which'the slate 


exercises its responsibility to ad- 
vance religious liberty. 


"3. Whether and under what 


conditions the church may legiti- 
mately accept public monies in 
church related programs of health 
and welfare. 


"4. Whether and under what 


conditions the church may legili- 
maley accept public monies in 
church related programs in ele- 
mentary, 
secondary and higher 


education." 


In the matter of defining the 


proper authority of the govern- 
ment in relation to church, the 
"findings" are very significant— 
as, for instance, the 
following 


statement:

NEW HAMPSHIRE VOTE—The 


New Hampshire presidential pri-

and secondary schools arc main- 
tained by churches so that 're- 
ligion permeates the entire at- 
mosphere' of the school, govern- 
ment funds should not be auth- 
orized or appropriated for over- 
all support of such schools as 
distinguished from aid in support 
of specific health and welfare 
programs conducted by such in- 
stitutions to meet particular pub- 
lic needs. While we acknowledge 
the right of parental choice of 
schools, we do not admit that a 
choice by parents of parochial or 
private schools imposes on the 
stale any obligation to support 
such choice through the granting 
of public funds in over-all sup- 
port of such schools. In recog- 
nition of the seriousness of the 
financial problem of the parochial 
schools, we propose shared time 
as the most creative measure for 
solving this problem and are will- 
ing to explore other legal meth- 
ods for solving it." 


The report does not answer the 


question often raised as to why 
government f i n a n c i a l aid to 
church-related institutions of high- 
er education is thought to be 
constitutional 
and 
legal, 
while 


federal funds for elementary and 
secondary parochial schools are 
considered unconstitutional by the 
same churchmen. 


Obviously, the whole subject is 


in a state of evolution, and church 
groups are taking more and more 
part in public affairs and in poli- 
tics. Whether such a course re- 
flects the viewpoint of individual 
citizens who 
are 
members of 


these churches or whether they 
feel 
their representatives 
have 


gone too far is something that 
remains yet to be clearly deter- 
mined.

tions. One is when the air is hazy 
and foggy and the golfer over- 
shoots his target. The other oc- 
curs in golfers wearing bifocals, 
who tend to hold the lead lower 
to peer over the near segment of 
the lens. If the head is too low, 
the swing is off. On the other 
hand, some players find bifocals 
help keep down the head so they 
hit the ball properly. 


The short shots, as in putting, 


require more eye coordination. 
Some persons with distorted vi- 
sion view all greens as over- 
slanted and they undershoot or 
overshoot every putt. Others aim 
the ball to the left or right of the 
cup. 


A good player usually compen- 


sates or adjusts to his eye con- 
dition and may not realize any- 
thing is wrong. Dr. Vallotton tells 
of a top amateur who was doing 
this. He did not know he was 
nearsighted 
and 
after 
glasses 


were prescribed he could not play 
as well as before. The ball ap- 
peared too small and distances 
were distorted. Some blind golf- 
ers do better than those with good 
vision. One professional teaches 
the grooved swing by having the 
students close their eyes after 
addressing the ball so they won't 
look up or move the head. 


Some of Dr. Vallotlon's theories 


may prove helpful to duffers as 
veil as to professionals. When 
putting, for example, the head is 
tilted slightly to see the cup. 
When this causes a mild eye mus- 


cle imbalance, depth perception 
may be affected. 


Distortions 
also may 
be in- 


creased in those with a promi- 
nent bridge of the nose, especially 
when 
it obstructs 
vision from 


either side. Golfers with problems 
along this line do better by stand- 
ing upright and utilizing the cro- 
quet 
player's 
hetween-the-lcgs 


stance. It's not so had—try it.

In the Daily Mail, lllingworth, 


one 
of 
Britain's 
top 
political 


cartoonists, has a cartoon show- 
ing Archbishop Makarios with a 
great benevolent smile on his 
face. Around him a litter of dead 
bodies. The caption: "But, gentle- 
men, the problem Js seltling it- 
self." It's pretty rough. But Brit- 
ish cartooning is rough, vigorous, 
outspoken, and 20 or 30 years 
ahead of ours. 


This is rather 
surprising to 


everyone, including even British 
cartoonists, who will tell you that 
in practically every other respect 
Britain is 20 years behind the 
United Stales, including our film- 
ed cartoons where we are miles 
ahead of the British. But in po- 
litical cartooning, our 
stuff 
is 


pretty childlike. If that lllingworth 
cartoon were done in the United 
States, Makarios would be labelled 
"Makarios." 
Here they assume 


you know who he is. Also, that 
"the problem" is Cyprus. 


Actually, Illingworlh, a member 


of Ihe David Low School, is con- 
sidered a little old hat. Vicky and 
Cummings are tops, with fresh- 
ness of ideas, vigor, and tremen- 
dous simplicity of presentation. 
Vicky had one the other day, a 
scries of five cartoons, in which 
Sir Alec's face, with its shark- 
like grin, pointed chin, and tab 
collar turns wordlessly into a hy- 
drogen bomb. The caption: "How 
I learned to stop worrying and 
love the bomb," which presumes 
a great deal of knowledge of Sir 
Alec's foreign policy and election 
strategy. 
British 
political car- 


tnonists take more exposed posi- 
tions than ours, who seem inces- 
santly to be railing against Cas- 
tro, Mao, and Khrushchev, which 
is a little like coming out against 
the man-eating shark. 


I was talking lo a British car- 


toonist, Peter Maddox, who draws 
a cartoon strip for the Express 
called "Four D Jones" and he 
thinks practically all American 
cartoons, both political and strip, 
are 20 to 30 years out of date, 
especially in (he draiving depart- 
ment. 


Over here "Blondie" and "Rip 


Kirby" are quite popular, though 
considered 
old-fashioned. 
"Li'l 


Abner" doesn't sell here, conceiv- 
ably because the British find it 
too childish. 


American children of all ages 


are brought up on cartoons. Ours 
is a cartoon world. Strips here, on 
the other hand, are relatively new 
and consequently not saddled with 
antique conventions. I explained 
to Maddox that in America, once 
a cartoon gets accepted, nothing 
short of revolution will ever stop 
it. The creators die 'as in the case 
of "Joe Palooka") 
and 
other 


hands carry on for generations. 


One reason cartooning here is 


more adult is that the British 
don't kowtow to children the way 
we do (childhood here is an awk- 
ward interval like mumps, it'll go 
away). 
British cartoonists 
feel 


"Peanuts" has a very fresh dia- 


logue and approach with a dated 
style of drawing. The same for 
"Pogo." 


The hot property here, greatly 


respected for new approach, ex- 
cellent dialogue, and sophistica- 
tion, is Feiffer, who runs in tha 
Observer. 
Feiffer 
is the 
only 


American cartoonist seen in Eng- 
land who is considered U. There 
are some like "Blondie," which 
are popular but nol at all U. It's 
interesting lo note that the only 
British cartoon to make it in tho 
United States is "Andy Capp," 
printed here in the Mirror. It's 
considered 30 -years old in style, 
very working class, aimed at a 
rather low level of intelligence, 
and pretty much harping end- 
lessly on a single idea (as does 
our "Blondie"). 


One of the most sophisticated 


British cartoon .strips is called 
"Flook." H's satiric, bright, ob- 
servant, witty, sophisticated. It 
was a flat flop in the United 
States, possibly because it wag 
too British, but also because it's 
too far out in front. 


Cartoonists have a much dif- 


ferent status in England than in 
America. In the United States -a 
cartoonist is a celebrity. Hera 
even the great ones are consider- 
ed a bit freakish. They don't lake 
themselves 
very seriously. This 


probably contributes to the sunny 
good 
humor 
and sheer 
antic 


charm of many British cartoons. 


For instance, British had a big 


public brouhaha over these drink- 
ometers which are supposed lo 
test the sobriety of motorists. 
Emmwood had a marvelous car- 
toon of a drunk floating on tha 
ceiling blowing into a balloon. 
Far below him, a couple of British 
cops and an angry inspector. Ona 
cop is saying, "Gawd knows what 
he's 
been drinkin', sarge. He's 


been up there 10 minutes and only 
his first breath." 


And when "Fanny Hill" was 


banned here, Giles drew a cartoon 
of a little girl angrily drawing on 
a wall "Leave Fanny Hill alnne." 
A huge British bobby is glaring 
at her and the little girl is glaring 
right back at him. The caption: 
"My name happens to be Fanny 
Hill." 


One last fact which miplit Rive 


pause to American editors. The 
Daily Mirror in London was the 
first English paper to use a lot 
of comic strips. About a year ago. 
the Mirror started throwing half 
their 
comic strips out of 
the 


paper, figuring they had had their 
day. Did the circulation plummet? 
Not a bit. Went up by 300,000. not 
necessarily 
because 
they 
had 


thrown out the strips, but in spite 
of it.
